The cited prior art does not give any 
indication that would lead a person skilled in the art to an 
application descriptor describing an application available for 
Download and comprising: a first data element having a first 
data portion; a second data element identifying the 
application; and a plurality; of third data elements, each of 
which has an individual locale identifier portion and a second 
data portion related to its individual locale identifier 
portion. Therefore, the invention defined in claims 1-27 is 
not obvious to a person skilled in the art. Accordingly, the 
invention defined in claims 1-27 is novel and is considered to 
involve an inventive step. The invention defined in claims 1- 
27 is industrially applicable. 
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
